He could not get an’ alley 
opened in his ward while outside the com- 
bine, his bills were killed and he was 
finally forced to enter the alliance in order 
to represent his people, he said. 

Schnettler plead guilty to the charge of 
bribery three months ago. He asked that 
sentence be deferred while he straightened 
up his business affairs. This was given, 
and when Schnettler walked inte Judge 
McDonald's court Saturday morning he 
had made every preparation to spend a 
term in the penitentiary. 

He left his family at Ninth and Lam! 
streets, after a last farewell, at 4.30 o'clock, 
and went direct to the Four Courts. 


Schnettler is the sixth of the members 
of the House of 1899-1901 to be sent to the 
enitentiary. Charles Denny, Cdmund 
Derech and Jerry Hannigan, former mem- 
bers of the House of Delegates, are each 
spending a term of two years for complic- 
ity in the Buburban bribery deal, for which 
Schnettler goes up. Julius Lehmann. of 
the famous “birthday party.’ and imi! 
Hartmann, both members of the same 
combine, are serving terms of seven and 
six years respectively on convictions of 
bribery in the lighting bil) case.

Miss Gertrude Zepin Found in Store 
Unconscious From Escaping Gas 
—Her Condition Critical. 


Miss Gertrude Zepin, who lives with her 
mother. Mrs. Anna Zepin, at 2923 St. Vin- 
cent avenue, is critically ill at her home 
as the result of a mysterious asphyxia- 
tion which occurred Thursday afternoon at 
a jewelry store conducted by herself and 
her brother, Martin Zephin, at 10 Olive 
street. 

The brother went out on an errand early 
in the afternoon, leaving his sister alone 
in the place.

Tennessee Man Loses Life by Fall 
From Boat While Fishing in

Mrs. Lewis was on the bank stringing 
bait and hooks on another line. Bhe heard 
her husband's scream of pain, and as she 
looked toward him heard him call her 
name, “Sarah,”’ as he fell into the water. 

Fishermen were immediately notified, and 
search was made until late in the night. 

Mrs. Lewis was without money to pay 
her fare to the city, and Conductor Rolline 
of the Frisco accommodation train brought 
her to St. Louts, accompanied by two la- 
dies from Valley Park.

RUSSIAN PRESS HAILS THE 


DAWN OF A HOPEFUL DAY 
ST. PETERSBURG, Bept. 30.—1 p. m.— 
The war in the far east, from which there 
is a regular dearth of news, has been 
momentarily thrown in the shade hy the 
universal acclaim with which the Russian 
press today greets the accesion of Priuce 
Sviatopolk-Mirsky to the office of min- 
ister of the interior, as marking the in- 
auguration of a liberal regime. 
All the papers print the ministers speech 
at the reception yesterday of the ofiicials 
of the ministry, and by the side of It, 
by special authorization of the miwuister 
of the interior, the interview of the As- 
sociated Press with the minister at Vilna, 
Sept. 23. 
Many of the papers also print the Em- 
peror’s manifesto of 1893. The editorwis all 
breath a tone of relief at the passage of 
the Von Plehve regime and intense ecatis- 
faction at the dawning of brighter days. 
The interview of tne Associated Press 
with the ministry of the interior is ac- 
cepted as the amplification of the minister's 
words to his associates. The Russ entitles 
its editorial “A System of Confidence,” and 
says: 
“A year and a haif have elapsed since 
the manifesto was issued, but the former 
minister was far from encouraging the co- 
operation of the people concerned. He de- 
liberately excluded them and fostered an 
atmosphere of mutual suspicion. The new 
minister realizes that the only way to ob- 
tain actual results is to give lasting ef- 
fect to the liberal pledges contained in 
the manifesto, take the people into his 
confidence and aek for the hearty co-oper- 
ation of all classes. There is no neces- 
sity for pointing out that this method 
of applying the manifesto is a new depart- 
ure. In the minister's interview with the 
Associated Press, his words were addressed 
primarily’ to the Zempstvos. They must 
make the first response. He says: 


‘I believe in the Zemstvos and am con- 
vinced that they can render the greatest 
service.’ 

“It is undoubtedly the mission of the 
th gen ne in the truest sense to cor- 
lally strive for thelr success, and not to 
see in Zemstvos an aitempt to thwart gov- 
eTnment aims and ambitions. 

“The noble, generous words of the minis- 
ter should call forth a worthy response 
from the Zemstvos, who are about to con- 
vene. They will not fail to co-operate by 
pointing out the immediate requirements 
of the country. Through the united ac- 
tion of the government, the Zemstvos and 
the people, by stimulating the mora! 
forces, the nation should succeed in estab- 
lishing the organization upon a firm basis 
We greet the coming era of union as the 
dawn of a new and rejuvenated Russia’ 
The Novosti, the Jewish organ, dwelling 
on the statement of the minister to the 
Associated Press at Vilna on the subject 
of the Jews, says: ‘Despite the prince's 
modest denial that he has elaborated his 
rogram, his assurance that there will be 
larger opportunities for life and work’ for 
Jews, none the less contains a whuie po- 
litical program which all will hail with de- 


light and help to realige.’’

words advocating mutual confidence be- 
tween the government and people will sat- 
isfy the crav'ngs which all the people in 
Russia have long felt but have only been 
able to mutually express.’’

When the indictments of Schnell, Kelly and Geraghty for 
violating the city charter and the state law forbidding any city 
officer to be interested in contracts with the city were re. 
turned, the Globe-Democrat offered no defense or plea in exten- 
uation, as the following editorial, published May 30, 1902, shows:

COMMISSIONER VARRELMANN ON GRADE 
CROSSINGS. 

Street Comrcissioner Varrelmann has done good work in his 
report on tho grade crossings. The report paves the way for 
the abolition of these crossings by showing that such a step is

Mr. Varrelmann finds that there are about 250 crossings at 
grade within the city limits, of which but 40 are protected by 
gates, and of which most have not even a watchman on duty. 
Although a large mumber of these crossings are along the 
river front, where it is the practice of locomotive drivers to run 
their engines slowly, the figures show that the law has been 
gencrall) ignored. Accidents along the river front are rare, but 
several have occurred, and the law puould be enforced.

“THE LAST QF THE ROMANS.” 


In the death of George Frisbie Hoar Of Massachusetts the United States Senate 
has lost its most conspicuous and representative figure. More than any other mem- 
ber of that body he presented to the popular Jiagination what Carlyle would have 
called the type-Senator. 


Senator Hoar came into public Hfe almost by inheritance. His father, Samuel 
Hoar, was one of the most eminent members of the Massachusetts bar and one of 
the organizers of the Republican party. His maternal grandfather was Roger Sher- 
man, who signed the Association of 1774, the Dec.aration of Independence, the Arti- 
cles of Confederation and the Constitution of the United States, and who, according 
to Thomas Jefferson, ‘“‘never said a foolish thing in his life.”’ 


Born at Concord and educated at Harvard, Mr. Hoar attained his majority when 
the slavery question was becoming the acute Issue of American politics. Although 
his ambition was for a legal rather than a political career, it was impossible for a 
young man of his environment, sympathies and education to hold aloof from the is- 
sues that were fast approaching their crisis. Beginning his public career as a Free 
Seiler, he joined the Republican party when it was erganized, and for more than # 
years was an ejoquent and abie defender of its princtples. 


His service in Congrees extended over a period of 35 years, eight of which were 
spent in the House and 27 In the Senate. Senator Hoar brought to his public duties a 
mind thoroughly steeped in the principles of the common law, a profound scholarship, 
a ripe and just appreciation of good literature, a passionate devotion to the cause of 
human freedom, and an integrity that withstood the mtrigues and temptations of poll- 
tical life for more than half a century without. disclesing a blot or stain. He en- 
tered politics a poor man;-he lived modestly and simply; he died a poor man. 


In his political principles Senator Hoar has been called a combination of the 
Black Republican and the Massachusetts Mugwump. It is true that he was an intense 
partisan. To him the Republican party was always the party of great moral ideas. 
Even when time had softened the rasping partisanship of his earlier years he never 
lost the belief that, whatever virtues the Democratic party might acquire or assume, 
a Republican administration in the long run was for the best interests of the country. 


Yet, while he was an ardent Republican, he was never a servile tool of any 
Republican administration in power. He followed Charles Sumner in the latter's 
break with the Grant administration, and vigorously opposed the annexation of 
Santo Domingo. He was one of the House managers of the impeachment of Bel- 
knap, Grant's secretary of war; and he was also a member of the electoral commis- 
sion that snatched the presidency from Samuel J, Tilden. He opposed the acquist- 
tion of the Philippines. He declined President McKinley's insinuating offer of the 
ambassadorship to Great Britain, made when he was fighting imperialism in the 
Senate. He voted against the ratification of the treaty of Paris, and has been the 
most eloquent and convincing of all the opponents of the new imperialism. 


If he had been supported by Mr. Bryan and the 10 Democratic senators who 
voted for the treaty of Paris, the Philippine question might not now be a problem 
in our politics and a menace ¢o our institutions. There have been few more in- 
spiring examples of political courage and independence in recent times than 8en- 
ator Hoar showed when he broke with the most poptiar administration his party 
ever had and bluntly informed President McKinley that “you cannot maintain a 
despotism in Asia and a republic in America.” 


Senator Hoar would not be regarded, pernaps, as a constructive statesman of 
the first rank. He cannot be cl@8sed with Washington, Hamilton, Johnson and Lin- 
coln, or with his shrewd, far-sighted Connecticut grandfather, Roger Sherman. But 
he conformed more closely to their standards than any man who now sits in the 
United States Senate. He represented, as none of his colleagues do, the highest tra- 
ditions of that body. As the World said of him several years ago, he was “one of 
the few survivals of a time when demonstrated character and capacity for states- 
manship were deemed to be a prerequisite’to election to the United States Senate.” 

Now that he is dead the World can say of him that it knows of no man in pub- 
lic life who has displayed a higher order of abllity, whose Americanism is of & 
truer tryp¢, and who has evidenced a purer patriotism or a leftier ideal in his devo-
